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NEWSROOM NOTES - Man’s 
ability to pollute his env ironment 
is seldom dramatized as v iv idly 
as it has been in the past few 
day s along the beaches of south­ 
western England. 
This latterdav battle of Britain 
has witnessed planes and bombs 
being used, not against a human 
foe this time, but against an im­ 
personal enemy — millions 
upon 
millions of gallons of crude oil 
from the wrecked tanker Torrey 
Cany on. 
The final cost of this battle 
cannot y et be calculated. The 
black, oozing slime will ev en­ 
tually dissipate—after a period 
of y ears — but what its lasting 
effects on marine and bird life 
Will be no one can sav . 
Great quantities of detergents 
Used on the oil may also create 
wholesale biological hav oc. The 
economic consequence, 
to both 
the fishing and tourism industries, 
Is another imponderable. 
Huge oil tankers aren’t cracked 
Up on the rocks on purpose, of 
course. Men don’t 
deliberately 
render miles of beaches unusable 
or deliberately try to wipe out 
animal life, especially those spe­ 
cies which are directly useful to 
them. 
Yet men are guilty of daily Tor­ 
rey Cany on depredations on a 
much smaller scale—although not 
so small in their cumulativ e ef­ 
fect ov er the long run. Biologists 
and ecologists 
hav e long 
been 
concerned with the leakage and 
dumping of oil from ships at sea, 
rev ealed in 
oil-cov ered pilings 
along the 
nation’s 
coasts and 
blobs of tar washing up on shore. 
To a marine biologist at the 
Woods Hole Oceanographic In­ 
stitute on Cape Cod, as quoted 
by the Wall Street J ournal, ‘i t 
Is 
another 
manifestation 
of 
ev ery body ’s disregard for the 
env ironment. We figure we can 
abuse the env ironment in any 
way and get away with it. That’s 
becoming obv iously false." 
An International Conv ention on 
Prev ention of Oil Pollution of 
the Sea prohibits the discharge 
of oily wastes in large areas of 
world’s waters, particularly sur­ 
rounding coasts. The time is com­ 
ing on this shrinking planet when 
ev en “ all great Neptune’s ocean” 
will not be v ast enough to toler­ 
ate such practices. 
Accidents are one thing, delib­ 
erate pollution is another. Torrey 
Cany on disasters do not happen 
v ery often, fortunately . But when 
they do. they underscore in a 
way ev ery one can understand the 
increasingly urgent need for men 
to call a halt to their reckless 
abuse of the env ironment — on 
the land as well as at sea.

perennial problem of the freight 
car shortage is still with us, a 
bit empty and idle right now but 
loaded with 
repercussions 
for 
fall, when the big grain harvests 
come in. 
“ If we have good weather we 
will have a severe problem,” a 
federal official says. 
Some of the grain growing 
areas have been having poor 
weather, however, and just this 
week the Department of Agri­ 
culture reported a 10 per cent 
cut in winter wheat estim ates 
for parts of the Groat Plains. 
But the problem remains. Be­ 
cause of the depletion of re­ 
serves there's 
been 
a big in­ 
crease, more than 30 per cent, 
in grain plantings. This leaves 
the Great Plains crop still at a 
potential 10 per cent more than 
last year. 
If a return to good weather 
brings this crop to harvest in 
full 
it could swamp the rail­ 
roads. 
And if good economic 
weather brings a surge of in­ 
dustrial production at the sam e 
time 
the 
problems 
would 
be 
multiplied. 
It is a m yriad of problems 
such as these that makes the 
nation vulnerable to this annual 
shortage. Not even a computer 
can mix all the business, weath-, 
er. economic and financial prob­ 
lems so as to have enough cars 
in the right spot at precisely the 
right time. It is a box score that 
never adds up. 
The 
peculiar nature of the 
problem is emphasized by the 
fact that it worsens on good 
news and shrinks on bad: poor 
weather, 
economic 
downturns, 
poor crops, 
declines 
in 
auto 
production. 
But 
it’s 
always 
there. Why? 
The simplest answer is that it 
Is uneconomical for the nation's 
railroads to keep in reserve a 
large supply of cars merely on 
the chance there will be a peak 
demand 
for them 
for a 
few 
days. 
Already the nation has 1,821,- 
423 cars, “ fairly com fortable for 
today's needs." says a railroad 
official, “ but maybe not for next 
week.” 
As it is, the Interstate Com­ 
m erce 
Commission 
estim ates 
that 
in one year the average 
boxcar moves loaded a total of 
only 23 days and moves empty 
another 14 days. For the re^t of 
the time it rs idle in yards or on 
sidings. 
To add more cars — and some 
of them cost $35,000 — would be 
to invest in a certain amount of 
idleness. 
Obviously, 
though, 
there 
is 
room for improvement in utili­ 
zation, and this part of the prob­ 
lem is being tackled by both the 
ICC and the railroads. Simply to 
increase the number of days a 


i car is used has the sam e effect 
I as building new ones.

After the assassination, Shanklin conducted the 
investigation against this b ackground, and on Nov. 
10 New Orleans agents Regis L. Kennedy and Carl 
L, Schlacgcr were instnieted to talk with lawy er 
I>ean .Andrews at 627 l\Iaison Blanche Building, 
New Orleans. 
This resulted in the first mention of a Clay 
Bertrand, whom .Attorney General Garrison insists 
Is prominent New Orleansian Clay L. Shaw. .\n- 
drews went through this again July 21, 19 6J, with 
assistant coiuisel We.sley J. Ijeholer of the Presi­ 
dent's Commission when the Secret Service sub ­ 
poenaed him. 
Andrews declared that after only once meeting 
Bertrand several y ears earlier this man had b e­ 
come a “ telephone voice” to him b y having him 
b ail out and get paroled certain of the apparent 


hoiiHisevuals “ scooped up b y the ludice, especially 
oil Friday nights.” 
.\i?drews told the FBI he assumed Bertrand 
sent him Oswald. This was ab out July 10 of the 
assas.'“illation y ear, the first of four visits, and 
Oswald came regarding immigration m atters. But 
he was aeeompanied b y the same “ apparent homo­ 
sex uals” Bertrand had .Andrews get out of the 1st 
Disliiet Precinct holding pavilion 10 day s later. 
These included “ a .Mex icano wHh a pongee silk 
shirt” who came b ack alone with Oswald on the 
siihseqnent visits. The FBI suspects this man of 
b eing one Frank Pi/,zu, .Andrews emphasized that 
he did not Ihink (hat Oswald himself was a homo­ 
sex ual. nor is there any known evidence that he 
was lu'voiul (he impluMi iiuliealion of association. 
.Agcnls Kennedy and Sehlaeger reported to 
Shanklin here that Andrews said that the day after 
lh(‘ assassinalion (a Saturday ) he was in (he Hotel 
Dieu hospital with pnenmonia when “ the phone rang 
and a \oice I recognized as Clay Bertrand asked 
me lo go to Dallas to help defend Oswald. Sick, I 
said I would get someb ody else.” 
.Andrews telephoned attorney Minik Zelden at 
the New Orleans Athletic Club b ut didn't reach 
him until Sunday noon. Zc'lden replied: 
“ Don’t 
wiiiTv ab out it. A'oiir client just got shot.” 
Then after the a.ssassination when several of 
the scooped-iip people who — among 50 arrested — 
were released through Andrews did not pay him, 
Andrews started looking for Bertrand. He told the 
FBI he located Bertrand In the Cosmos Bar. They 
recognized each other immediately and Bertrand 
avoided him b y “ running into the street.” “ I never 
roidd find Bertrand again,” he stated. And the 
FBI has never located a Clay Bertrand any place. 
But when Garriswi summoned Andrews to 
phy sically identify Q ay Bertrand as b eing Clay 
Shaw, Andrews swore he could not make this iden­ 
tification. And Shaw has sworn repeatedly that it’s 
ridiculous even to suggest he ever knew Oswald. 
If Garrison can convice Andrews on the in­ 
dictment for perjury on this point, no top investlga- 
tor here would underestim ate what this could open 
up. 
They know intimately , and right off, many 
sleazy names our pub lic is reading ab out (dead and 
alive) in the news from New Orleans. But, they 
say , watch carefully — very carefuUy — what hap- 
pt'iis to Dean Adams Andrews. It’s a word from 
the wise.

Many tunes I’m sure my an­ 
swers to queries disappoint the 
questioner b ecause of a misunder­ 
standing ab out what constitutes 
a diagnosis. 
When, for ex ample, 
I . read “My doctor say s I have 
gastritis. 
What causes it and 
what is the b est treatm ent?” 
I 
am tempted to reply that the 
word gastritis is not a diagnosis 
and the cause is an essential part 
of the diagnosis. Is it an alcohol­ 
ic gastritis, a gastritis due to an 
infection (infection with what or­ 
ganism?), or a gastritis caused b y 
asperin, other ciiugs or to chem­ 
ical poisons? 
The treatm ent us­ 
ually depends on an accurate 
knowledge of the cause. 
What used to b e diagnosed as 
giippe, a diagnosis now rarely 
used, could b e any acute upper 
respiratory infection. Even to call 
it influenza no longer suffices for 
those who hope to forestall an 
epidemic b y using a vaccine. The 
vaccine must confer an immunity 
against the virus strain (A, R, C 
or Asian) that predominates in a 
given epidemic. Sometimes an ef­ 
fective vaccine lhat comb ines two 
or more strains can b e made, b ut 
there arc limits Ijcy ond, which : 
such a proec><:lure will fail.

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - An 
alarming Increase of malaria in 
the 
United 
States 
has 
been 
traced to a Vietnamese parasite 
which causes a delay ed infec­ 
tio n in American serv icemen, a 
federal health o fficial said to ­ 
day . 
Dr. Hans O. Lobel, chief of 
the malaria surv eillance unit of 
the U.S. Co mmunicable Disease 
Center, said 7 00 cases o f malar­ 
ia hav e been reported in the 
first three mo nths of 19 67 , mo st*! 
ly amo ng serv icemen who hav e 
returned fro m Vietnam. 
He said in an interv iew the 
case load already is as high as 
that repo rted in all o f 19 66 when 
57 0 malaria cases were attribut­ 
ed to serv icemen. Three serv ­ 
icemen died with the disease. 
Prio r to the Vietnam co nflict, 
Lo bel said, between 100 to 150 
malaria 
cases 
were 
repo rted 
each y ear and only about 50 of 
these were in serv icemen. 
The new figures, said Lo bel, 
"suggest 
that 
serv icemen 
in 
Vietnam 
are 
being 
infected 
there and the illness is striking 
fro m o ne mo nth to a y ear lat­ 
e r .” 


The parasite plasmo dium, an 


o rganism ex isting in fo ur spe­ 


cies, is respo nsible for the m a­ 


laria cases, acco rding to Lo bel. 
He said two species — v iv ax 
and falciparum — acco unt fo r 


mo st o f the infectio ns.

Lobel said the latest malaria 
figures indicate “ there will be a 
substantial increase” in the dis­ 
ease during the rest o f the y ear.
